PRIOR TO APPLICATION 
Clean the pool filter as necessary following the manufacturer’s instructions for backwashing or using a 
filter cleaning solution.  Adjust pH of pool water to 7.2 - 7.6.   Prior to using this product, pools with 
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heavy algae growth should be vacuumed.  If the pool is properly equipped, the vacuumed algae growth 
should be vacuumed directly out of the pool to waste. 
 
{Algae treatment and prevention for swimming pool, use directions} 
[Algae Kil CB 7]{or}[This product]{or}[EPA Registered product] can eliminate all existing algae growth and 
prevent future growth in swimming pools.  When used according to directions, [Algae Kil CB 7]{or}[this 
product] is effective against all algae types including green, blue-green, yellow-mustard, and black algae.  
[Algae Kil CB 7]{or}[This product] can be used routinely with most chlorine and bromine sanitizing 
systems for water that will remain algae free during the year.  Avoid use with biguanide treated water 
and salt pools. 
 
TREATMENT OF VISABLE POOL ALGAE 
Superchlorinate pool water prior to treatment and circulate 1 to 2 hours before moving to next step.  
Pools with light to medium pool algae growth, add 4 fluid ounces of [Algae Kil CB 7]{or}[this product] per 
10,000 gallons of water directly to the pool with the pool pump operating.  Pools with heavy algae 
growth, add 10 fluid ounces per 10,000 gallons of water.   Brush pool surfaces to increase circulation and 
to remove algae from pool walls and bottoms.  Black algae must be brushed vigorously before and after 
application for best results.  After applying [Algae Kil CB 7]{or}[this product], continuously operate pool 
pump for 48 hours.  In cases of persistent algae, repeat brushing and product application after 3-4 days.  
Once pool is clear, clean the filter with a cleaning solution for swimming pool filters. 
 
ALGAE FREE MAINTENANCE 
This product can be used regulary with all other pool maintenance products to keep pools clear and 
free from algae.  At least twice weekly, adjust  pH (7.2-7.6), total alkalinity (80-120 ppm), calcium 
hardness (200-400 ppm),  and free available chlorine levels (1-4 ppm) to appropriate levels.  After 
any necessary water balance adjustments, add an initial dose of 4-10 ounces of [Algae Kil CB 
7]{or}[this product] to the pool.   Every other week afterwards, add 2-5 ounces of [Algae Kil CB 
7]{or}[this product] to the pool.  Brush or vacuum surfaces weekly regardless of appearance.

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General Information and Application Directions 
This algaecide provides effective prevention/control of algae growth in all types of swimming pools.  
Even though it affords long-term algae control, periodic additions on a scheduled basis will assure 
lasting algae control.  For heavy algal infestations, more drastic treatment such as super-
chlorination may be required to eradicate the algae. 
 
Dilute this product with at least (9) parts of water and sprinkle around edge of pool.  Add additional 
amounts of this product every two weeks according to directions in the dilution chart below. 
 
For best results, begin pool maintenance with this product when the pool is first filled with water.  
Add this product according to the size of pool as given in the chart. 
 
Water treated with this product may be used for swimming immediately after treatment.
